
Dutch care at 
home system 
to be tested 
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HEALTH care for over 65s in West 
Suffolk is set to change through 
a new care system inspired by a 
Dutch social care system. 

The Buurtzorg system will re¬ 
place less skilled carers with highly 
qualified nurses to reduce long¬ 
term costs. 

The move comes after the West 
Suffolk Care Quality Commission 
reported in 2015/2016 that social 
care in the county had reached a 
tipping point due to a growing and 
increasingly ageing population and 
challenging economic climate. 

Figures showed that in 2013/14 
£84m was spent on urgent care for 
over 65 s in Suffolk and that figure 
was expected to rise by £12m year-

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on-year for five years. 

It is thought that the use of highly 
skilled nurses, while initially ex¬ 
pensive, will help reduce other 
costly care options by helping with 
early detection of illness and injury, 
and a reduction in long-term care 
needs reduces the need for hospital 
stays. 

In Holland the programme re¬ 
sulted in 30 per cent fewer A&E 
admissions and a nine million euro 
profit for the county in 2014. 

Sandie Robinson, associate di¬ 
rector of redesign for the NHS 
West Suffolk and NHS Ipswich & 


East Suffolk clinical commission¬ 
ing groups, said: “Our confidence 
in the Buurtzorg model is growing 
but we need to test whether it will 
transfer to the UK. 

“We are working together with 
our partners to ensure we have the 
best possible foundations in place 
to set up the Buurtzorg model in 
Suffolk should we decided to pro¬ 
ceed with it and we are working 
with local nurses to ensure we get 
the right level of engagement from 
within our communities from the 
very beginning. 

“This is a great opportunity to 
introduce a highly beneficial new 
way of working and with careful 
planning we believe the benefits 
the Buurtzorg model has brought 
in Netherlands could be replicated 
in West Suffolk.”

Walkers to raise 
cancer funds 


CANCER survivor Lorraine 
Smith has organised a ‘boo¬ 
by walk’ to raise money for 
West Suffolk Hospital. 

The mum-of-one, from 
Haverhill, was diagnosed 
with breast cancer just be¬ 
fore Christmas and subse¬ 
quently suffered side effects 
from an operation on her 
lymph nodes. 

Lorraine is hoping that the 
walk will help raise aware¬ 
ness of the disease without 
fear. 

Lorraine said: “ Just before 
Christmas I was diagnosed 
with breast cancer, it was a 
complete surprise. 

“Booby walk just raises 
a smile whenever you talk 
about it. 

“It’s not just women but 
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men too who get breast 
cancer. Getting the name 
out there, then they want 
to know what and why it’s 
called that which helps get 
the message out there.” 

The walk will also help to 
pay for the use of a Sentimag 
machine, a less invasive tool 
for detecting cancer in the 
lymph nodes. 

Twenty friends and family 
will be joining Lorraine on 
the 6km walk around Bury 
St Edmunds and the route 
will take the shape of a pair 
of breasts. 

Some people on the walk 
are old school friends Lor¬ 


raine hasn’t seen in 20 years. 

Lorraine said: “It’s amaz¬ 
ing how people come to¬ 
gether, I’m really grateful.” 

West Suffolk Hospital, 
where Lorraine was treated, 
is the first to get a Sentimag 
machine but the hospital 
must raise £60,000 a year to 
keep it running. 

So far, Lorraine and the 
other walkers have raised 
£700 and the money is still 
coming in. 

The walk will start at noon 
on Sunday from Bury Town 
Football Club.

Inspectors credited the

The school was 
marked down on not 
challenging more able 
students,undemanding 
worksheets in maths and a 
lack of clear roles of team 
and subject leaders.

SPORTING activities in Suffolk are 
set to be boosted after the county 
council was awarded a hefty grant 
from Sport England last week. 

Suffolk County Council was given 
£160,000 from the sports council 
to deliver a range of activities that 
encourage more people to be 
active. 

The grant follows a successful 
three-year partnership with Sport 
England that has seen new activities 
developed and sustained across 
the county, including popular park 
runs, the Fit Villages project, the 
Great East Swim, Great Run Local, 
a disability support programme and 
the sport and event volunteering 
project. 

The new funding will see some 
of this work extended but also new 
activities introduced. 

Director of public health at 
Suffolk County Council, Abdul 
Razaq said: "This is welcome news 
indeed. Like the whole country, 
here in Suffolk we have a significant 
issue with the number of people 
who are physically inactive or 
if they are active, do not meet 
recommended levels for physical 
activity. Lack of physical activity 
is bad for health and the illness 
caused by inactivity places a huge 
burden on our health and social 
care services. We are therefore 
delighted."

‘Children have heaps of 
fun and sustain interest in 
exciting activities that spur 
their investigative skills.’ 

The range of activities 
on offer for children was 
highlighted as one of the 
outstanding qualities of the 
nursery. Activities included 
making their own meals, 
creating dens and also 
learning how to recognise 
their own name through 
writing, speaking and audio 
recording exercises. 

Teaching children about

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Over 130 homes 
are lying empty 


HAVERHILL has more than 
130 empty homes, accord¬ 
ing to figures released under 
a Lreedom of Information 
request. 

Of the 137 total, one home 
at Burton End has been 
empty since 1999. 

A flat on Hamlet Road has 
been empty for 12 years and 
another home at Horace 
Eves Close has been vacant 
for eight years. 

The worst streets for emp¬ 
ty properties are Eden Road 
with four and Duddery 
Road, Primrose Hill, Cle¬ 
ments Lane and Shardlow 
Close with three each. 

Over half the total num¬ 
ber of homes were empty 
before the start of the year 
and another 57 have be¬ 
come vacant since. 

Six of the empty homes 
are bedsits in Westbourne 
Court and are owned by 
Haverbury Housing which 
has plans to redevelop 
them. 

Anita Jones, director of 
operations at Havebury 


RACHAEL MCMENEMY 
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Housing Partnership, said: 
“We are committed to im¬ 
proving the standard of age- 
appropriate accommoda¬ 
tion for our tenants. As part 
of our ongoing plans to re¬ 
develop Westbourne Court, 
we are investing £4.5 mil¬ 
lion into changing the 1970s 
bedsits, which are no longer 
fit for purpose, to provide 
our tenants with high-qual¬ 
ity, modern and age-appro¬ 
priate new homes. 

“We have shared our plans 
for Westbourne Court with 
our tenants over the past 12 
months and they have been 
integral in helping to shape 
the redevelopment. 

“Subject to planning per¬ 
mission, it is anticipated 
that work on site will com¬ 
mence towards the end of 
the year.” 

A spokesman for St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 


cil said: “The council has in 
recent years put in incen¬ 
tives to try to encourage 
owners of empty homes 
to bring them back into 
use. This includes a higher 
charge of Council Tax (a 50 
per cent premium is added 
thereby owners pay 150 per 
cent Council Tax) applied to 
properties that have been 
empty for longer than 24 
months. 

“We look to work with 
the owner where possible 
to encourage the property 
to come back into use and 
have a grant scheme avail¬ 
able to support this work. 

“That said, where an own¬ 
er will not engage and work 
with us, there are statutory 
powers available to us, al¬ 
though these are our last 
resort.”

County domestic 
violence on rise 


DOMESTIC VIOLENCE 
crimes in Suffolk totalled 
4,659 between 2015 and 2016. 

The new figures show a 
7.42 per cent increase from 
the previous county total of 
4,337. 

The number of crimes 
where problems with evi¬ 
dence hindered the case to¬ 
talled 633 in 2016. No figures 
were available for 2015. 

There were also 1,737 cases 
where victims withdrew their 
support for them to proceed 
in 2016. Again no figures 
were available for 2015. 

Polly Neate, chief executive 
of Women’s Aid, said: “We 
know that not all survivors of 
domestic abuse want a crimi¬ 
nal justice outcome. 

“However, what these fig¬ 
ures show is that, for those 
who do, there is still a very 
real culture of victim-blam¬ 
ing and fear that stops survi¬ 
vors from accessing justice. 

“We also know that there 
is a significantly heightened 
risk for women in the first 
year after separation from a 
perpetrator - therefore, ro-

bust support and protection 
is needed during that time. 
With two women a week 
on average being killed by a 
partner or ex-partner in Eng¬ 
land and Wales, it is vital that 
we take these findings seri¬ 
ously.” 

A Suffolk police spokes¬ 
man said: “Tackling domes¬ 
tic abuse remains a force 
priority, with all domestic 
abuse calls given a priority 
response. The constabulary 
will take positive action at 
every opportunity against 
those that perpetrate do¬ 
mestic abuse. Our focus is 
to ensure that where victims 
of domestic abuse come to 
us that we work with them 
to understand and address 
their needs and also to make 
them and their families safe. 
Our focus is firmly on the 
needs of victims and we also 
continue to work closely with 
our partners in tackling this 
crime. 


“The constabulary has a 
dedicated team of domes¬ 
tic abuse specialists who 
are trained in this sensitive 
area of crime. They ensure 
the correct response is pro¬ 
vided to victims and work 
closely with the Independ¬ 
ent Domestic Violence Advi¬ 
sors (IDVAs), Victim Support 
and other local and national 
organisations in order to get 
the right advice and support 
for victims. 

“We remain absolutely 
committed to providing vic¬ 
tims with the best possible 
service regardless of whether 
they wish to see a case pro¬ 
ceed to court. There are a 
range of protective measures 
that we and our partners can 
put in place and we would 
implore anyone who has or 
is suffering from domestic 
abuse to come and speak 
with us.”

Kids get first 
primary place 


FIGURES released by Suffolk 
County Council this week 
show that 94 per cent of pri¬ 
mary school children were 
placed in their first choice 
school. 

The new figures mean 
7,161 children out of the 
7,621 who applied for places 
received their first choice. 

Across the county the 
number of children being 
accepted into their parents’ 
top choice for a primary 
school is up three per cent 
on last year. 

Children being offered one 
of their top three preferred 
schools is 98.5 per cent. 

Sue Cook, director for 
children and young people 
at Suffolk County Council, 
said: “We have a good track 
record of offering places at 
preferred schools and this 
year is no exception. 

“At a time when many ar¬ 
eas across the UK are facing 
real issues in finding enough 
primary school places, I am

delighted that we have been 
able to give most parents a 
place for their child at the 
schools they want. 

“I would like to pass on 
my thanks to our admissions 
and place planning teams for 
their hard work in allocating 
reception places for children 
across the county, as well 
as to the schools in Suffolk 
for their flexibility in ac¬ 
commodating the growth in 
primary-aged children that 
we have experienced over 
recent years. Together, this 
has allowed us to once again 
offer the majority of Suffolk’s 
children a place at one of 
their preferred schools.” 

Success in gaining top 
choice for junior school 
places was near perfection 
in Suffolk with 97.7 per cent 
of pupils gaining a place at 


their first choice and 99.34 
per cent were given a place 
at one of their top three 
choices. 

The number of people who 
submitted their applications 
online increased from 78 per 
cent to 93 per cent for 2017 
registration. 

Suffolk County Council re¬ 
ceived a total of 7,621 appli¬ 
cations for places in recep¬ 
tion year classes for starts in 
September 2017. 

This was down by 299 from 
last year though the council 
said this was because it is a 
smaller cohort. 

Any parents or carers 
with a child born between 1 
September 2012 and 31 Au¬ 
gust 2013 who have not yet 
applied for a school place 
should make an application 
immediately by download¬ 
ing the CAF1 application 
form from suffolk.gov. uk/ad- 
missions or contact Suffolk

HAVERHILL history buff Roy Brazier has written his 
30th book, aged 80. 

The accomplished author has written many books 
on the town before - ranging from sport to the rail¬ 
way - but his new book focuses on the US air force 
in Suffolk.

The awards are the first overall 
success for Jaguar at the World Car 
Awards. The XE sports saloon was a 
finalist for the 2016 World Car Design 
of the Year title.The F-Pace triumphed 
over finalists the Audi Q5 and 
Volkswagen Tiguan to claim the 201 7 
World Car of the Year prize. 

Ian Callum, Jaguar's director of

Barker tyre-d 
but happy to 
take positives 
from fourth 

BEN Barker and the Gulf Racing 
team endured a challenging 
start to their World Endurance 
Championship campaign but 
came away with fourth place at 
Silverstone. 

The No 86 Porsche 911 RSR 
struggled for pace at times 
throughout Sunday's six-hour race 
but the result is a big improvement 
on last year when a crash with a 
Porsche 919 LMP1 hybrid brought 
an abrupt end to their involvement. 

Hundon driver Barker impressed 
at the start, taking the car from the 
fifth and final spot in the GTE Am 
class to third in the opening two 
laps. 

Tyre wear eventually caused him 
to slip to fourth as his pace slowly 
suffered, and it was a constant 
issue. 

However, a safety car period 
caused by the No 7 Toyota 
crashing at Copse brought the No 
86 car back into contention and 
newcomer Nick Foster led the class 
at one stage with two hours left. 

But a problem with the right rear 
wheel led to a lengthy pitstop and 
when Barker replaced team boss 
Michael Wainwright for his final 
stint with just over half an hour to 
go, it seemed fifth was the best he 
could hope for. 

However, an incident on the 
final lap between the No 98 Aston 
Martin, driven by Pedro Lamy, and 
the No 54 Ferrari of Miguel Molina 
resulted in the latter sustaining 
serious damage preventing it from 
taking the chequered flag, moving 
Barker up to fourth in class. 

"It was a bit of a funny race for 
us," said Barker. "It could have 
been really good. The tyre wear is 
a bit of an issue and it's something 
we're going to have to look at so 
we can understand why the tyres 
were going off." 

He added: "There were some 
positives there. We learnt a lot and 
we got some championship points 
which is a lot better than last year."
